There is no medicine or diet 

that will cure tuberculosis. The 
only proven remedies are rest,
;ood food and plenty of sleep,

fresh air and quiet surroundings.
llmate Is no longer considered

of importance except that clean,
rcsh air at a comfortable tern 

peraturc is a necessary part of
he treatment.

In the treatment of a TB pa­ 
tient, rest Is the most Important
'actor and it must be continu­ 
ous bed-rest as long as the doc­ 
tor specifies in order that the 
affected lungs may heal. Nutrl 
tlous food next to rest of body 
and rest of mind Is important
ilso. 

If possible, the patient should
nter a sanltorium where spe­ 

cialized care can' be admlnls-
:cred. If this is not feasible 
treatment at home under medi­ 
cal supervision can be carried 
out successfully. The following 
sanitary measures should be ad 
hered to In order that other 
members of the' family do not 
contract the disease: 

The patient should have his
wn dishes, utensils and bed­ 

ding and" they should be washed
n warm, soapy water and boiled 
'or 10 minutes. All personal ar-
Icles should bo kept separate
rom those used by other mem­ 

bers of the household. Collect 
sputum in papvr tissues and 
burn them. Protect the nose and
nouth with tissues when cough-
ng or sneezing and burn the
Issues.

A FIN! FOT-ROAST OF Bllf
A fine pot- 

roast of beef 1» 
an excellent 
choice for many 
a menu, and 
making the 
most of every 
bit of the meat 
Is a "verra, ver- 
ra gude plan." 
Scotch?   You 
don't have to be 
Scotch to be 
thrifty.

The pot-roast­ 
ing cuts are usually 8 little less 
tender than those selected for true 
roasting methods. They require 
moist-heat cookery to-bring out 
the fine flavors and develop the 
tender texture.
NEW METHOD OF COOBTNG 
If you are one of those who 

likes a new and simplified cooking 
method, you'll like this Idea for 
cooking a pot-roast.

Here's all you do. Wipe off the 
surface of the meat with a damp 
cloth and rub on the desired sea­ 
soning of salt and pepper. A touch 
of garlic salt Is fine, too, if you 
happen to be an addict.

Place tho meat on a rack In a 
roaster that has a cover that fits. 
Slice on some onions, if you like 
them and we do. Pour a little 
water over the "floor" of the pan 
The amount of water varies with 
the size of the roaster. About om 
third cup for each pound of meat 
or enough to be about one-half 
inch deep in the pan should lhake 
your guide as to how much to use. 

Put the cover on and place all 
In the oven with the temperature 
control set at 350'. Cook, undis­ 
turbed, for about 45 minutes per 
pound. Of course, the time may 
vary slightly, depending on the 
tenderness of the beef and- the 
size of the pot-roast.

TRY IT WE SAY 
We can hear a few skeptics pro­ 

claiming that the meat will never, 
never brown. Try it we say.

This method of pot-roasting does 
away with constant attention to 
brown all sides of the meat before

cooking can begin. We liked 
Idea. And the elimination of 
little extra fat for the browning 
is a worthwhile Item, too.

Wo do hope you'll enjoy this 
new method of cooking a fine pot- 
roast of beef. And we'll add a few 
recipes for using the left-overs  
that's part of the plan for making 
the most of the meat

HOT BEEF SANDWICH . 
1 O. diced cooked beet 
1 Tbsp. minced onion
1 Tbsp. fat
2 Tbsp. flour 

V/, O. milk or broth 
Seasoning* 
Tout

Brown onion In fat Stir in flour. 
Add liquid slowly, stirring con­ 
stantly until thickened. Add meat 
and cook over low flame for 10 
minutes. Season to taste with 
salt, pepper and meat sauce. Serve 
on toast, rice or baked potato. 
Note: Broth may be made by boll-

roast.
PAN-BROWNED HASH \

1 small onion
2 Tbsp. fat
1 O. ground cooked beef
1 O. diced cooked potatoes

Salt and pepper 
Mince onion and brown in fat In 

a heavy frying pan. Mix meat, po­ 
tatoes and seasonings. Press into 
pan. Turn flame low and cook to
